A dispatch from Sofia last Satur- 
day said the Bulgarian foreign office 
had been notified from Washington 
that Professor Mileff would be accept- 
able as Bulgarian minister to _ the 
United States. He was to have suc 
ceeded Stephan Panaretoff. 

Professor Mileff was president of 
the foreign relations committee of 
the Bulgarian parliament. 


Although he has been a free man 
since Thursday afternoon, his escape 
was not made public until Atlanta 
police Friday night arrested his com- 
panion in flight, E. J. Miller, a trusty 
at the farm. 

Miller’s duties carried him each day 
to a saw mill to return prisoners to 
the barracks.

Mi£il- 
ler stated that he did not know where 
Powers could be found. 

Powers was convicted after the 
clean-up of the “million-dollar bunco 
gang’ in Atlanta through raids con- 
ducted by Solicitor Boykin and his 
assistants. Powers was one of Wood- 
ward’s aides, steering victims into the 
trap set for them by other members 
of the gang. 

The Boykin “clean-up” was 
plete one.

Concurring in Thursday's action of 
the waterworks committee of city 
eosncil, the city bond commission Fri- 
day placed its official stamp of ap- 
'proval on the proposed $2,7:00,000 wa- 
ter development program by voting 
to instruct W. Zode Smith, general 
manager of waterworks, and Paul H. 
Norcross, consulting engineer of the 
city, to prepare estimates of the cost 
of building a new intake, which would 
constitute the first section of the gi- 
gantic proposed dam and power plant: 

The intake, which is to be built from 
the Chattahoochee river to the pump- 
ing. station at a point several hun- 
dred feet above the present intake, 
would be almost a duplicate of the 
present one. The intake would fur- 
nish immediate relief for the present 
system for several years, or until such 
time as sufficient funds are raised ta 
cafry out the proposed plans. Later 
it could be made a part of the larger 
system.

The commission also voted $50,000 
for installation of a 16-inch main to 
serve the Girls’ High school and the 
federal prison, and a six-inch cut-off 
to the new women’s stockade on the 
city dairy farm.

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MILLIONAIRE FACES §-YEAR’ SENTENCE 
For Defaming Former Wife

Chicago, February 13.—The jury 
which will hear the trial of W. E. D. 
Stokes has been chosen, and the aged 
New York hotel owner and railroad 
magnate, who has been sued twice 
by women and twice ordered to pay 
alimony, is now about to begin an- 
other battle, this time to keep out of 
jail. He is charged with defaming 
the character of his former wife. 

The jury was completed late Friday 
after a seven-day struggle with the 
alibis of more than 200 veniremen, 
whose efforts to evade service gave 
to the proceeding an almost ridiculous 
character. The excuses ranged from 
“I have high blood pressure” to “I’m 
prejudiced against the attorney. He 
often talks on the radio.” 

A few minutes. remained before ad- 
journment when the jury was select- 
ed, and W. W. Smith, assistant state’s 
attorney, began the opening statement. 
He sketched the life of Helen E]- 
wood Stokes from her school-girl days 
to the time she became the wife of 
the defendant. 

“The marriage was not a happy 
one,” Smith said. “Three months 
after they were married, Mrs. Stokes 
nursed him back to health after he 
had been shot by another woman. 
He left her suddenly one morning and 
never returned. 

“Finally she received a notice tell- 
ing her of his intention to divorce her. 
He said that if she made no contest. 
everything would turn out all right. 
She refused. Then came these hide- 
ous charges. They are to be revealed 
m this courtroom.” 

Stokes, sitting on the edge of his 
chair and swinging his feet, grinned at 


this. Mrs. Stokes, for the first time, 
was in the courtroom, but the aged 
inillionaire seemed oblivious of her 
presence. 

Stokes was 65 years old when he 
married Mrs. Stokes. In the spring 
of 1921 there was a divoree suit, and 
a retrial in 1923. After a tangle 
of charges and counter charges, Mrs. 
Stokes won the divorce and the cus- 
tody of the children. 

David Nugent, Stokes’ former coun- 
sel, and three others are being tried 
with him. There are four poifits to 
the charge, the most sensational be- 
ing that Stokes conspired with wit- 
nesses to say that his wife in 1905 
was an inmate of the “Everleigh 
club” in the red light district of 
Chicago. 

“Tf the jury finds Stokes guilty,” 
Prosecutor Smith says, “We're going 
to ask for a five-year prison term.” 


PULLMAN CHARGES 


BARRED BY SENATE 


Washington, February 13.—The 
present Pullman car surcharges would 
be prohibited under an amendment to 
the independent offices appropriation 
bill approved today by the senate. 

The amendment offered by Senator 
Robinson, Arkansas, the democratic 
leader, in the same as terms of the 
bill passed last session and now in the 
hands of the house. ‘The interstate 
commerce cOmmission recently refused 
to remove the surcharges. : 

In attaching the surcharge order ‘» 
the appropriation bill senate leaders 
sought to force action on it by the 
house which has not received the sen- 
ate bill yet from its interstate com- 
merce committee. 

Senator Howell, proposed to incor- 
porate in the Robinson amendment an 
order directing the interstate com- 
merce commission to make an immedi- 
ate “corresponding” reduction on the 
rates of all agriculture products. 

Senator Reed, democrat, Missouri 
argued that farmers would benefit 
almost as much as any other class by 
abolishment of the Pullman surcharge. 
“It seems to be popular to pose as 
special champion of the farmer,” he 
said, “but let us consider that farmers 
don’t ride on the cow-catchers or in 
the cabooses of trains.” 

Protesting against the surcharge 
rate Senator Robinson declared the 
recent report of the interstate com- 
merce commission upholding the sur- 
charge “actually carried an implied 
apology for the surcharge.” 

“This is an unjust, unreasonable 
and unlawful tax,”’ said Senator Rob- 
ison. “Tt is not a luxury but an 
absolute necessity.” 

The vote on the amendment was 56 
to 8. Those voting in the negative 
were: Dale, Vermont; Wess, Ohio; 
Howell, Nebraska: Jones, Washing- 
ton; Metcalf, Rhcde Island; Oddie. 
Nevada; Pepper, l’ennsylvania, and 
Brookhart, Jowa—all republicans.

RAILROADS EARNED 
ALMOST BILLION 


Washington, February 13.—Net 
earnings of $987,133,650 by class one 
raHroads in 1924 were reported today 
by the bureau of railway economics, 
which announced that the total repre- 
sented a return of 4.35 per cent on 
estimated property valuation and was 


slightly more than the 1925 figure— 


$983,736,200, which, however, was de- 
scribed as representing a return of 
4.49 per cent. 

The figures presented by the bureau 
were compiled from interstate com- 
merce commission reports and cov- 
ered nearly 90 per vent of the coun- 
try’s rail mileage. The gross revenues 
for the roads in 1924 amounted to 
$5,986,492,100 and operating ex- 
penses, befere the calcujation of 
t..xes, rentals, and other costs of run- 
ning railroads, were $4,558,307,500. 
The bureau calculated that gross reve- 
nues had fallen 5.9 per cent below 
the 1928 total, but that operating ex- 
penses had been cut by 7.80 per cent 
during the period. 

The record indicated, the bureau 
saia, that “railroads were operated in 
1924 at the greatest efficiency in their 
history,” but that they had still failed 
“to earn the return of 5 5-4 per ceni, 
= has been set up by statute as 
air. 

Southern railroads had the besi per- 
centage of return in the United 
States, the bureau estimated, their 
earnings of $142,554,438 being 4.2 per 
cent of the assigned valuation of their 
property. Easttrn lines, including 
those operated east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio rivers, earned 
$466 $98,235, or 4.58 per cent of 
valuation, vrhile western railroads, 
with total errnings of $378,080,991, 
were credited with a rate of 3.87 
per cent. 

While the actual earnings of rail- 
roads for 1924 were greater than in 
1923, the amount represented a less 
Satisfactory return rate, it was ex- 
plained, because of the new and larger 
investment in railroad facilities dur- 
ing 1924.

New York, February 13.—The ex. 
ecutive committee of the United 
Lutheran church in America -has 


voted that the church should enter the 
world conference on faith and order. 
_ This is the first inter-denomina- 
tional movement that the United 
Lutheran church, which has a mem- 
bership of 850,000, officially has en- 
tered. It attends meetings of the 
federal council of churches, but its 
representatives have no power to vote 
and only observe and report back.

Will Ask Barrow 
To Retain Place, 
Russell States 


eee 


Judge Richard B. Russell, chief 
justice of the Georgia supreme court, 


who is chairman of the board of 
trustees of the University of Georgia, 
is in favor of asking Chancellor Da- 
vid ©. Barrow to withdraw his resig- 
nation as chancellor at a special meet- 
ing of the board of trustees which 
will be called soon. Friday he denied 
reports that he is seeking the position 
of chancellor himself but would not 
discuss the matter of his own selec- 
tion for the post any further for 
publication. 

“T have always favored retention 
of Chancellor Barrow, if possible, and 
if he insists on his resignation taking 
effect as planned I think the trustees 
should select the biggest man availa- 


ble for this post, even if we have to 
go outside the state to get him,” he 
eaid. 

The regular meeting of the board 
of trustees is scheduled for June but 
Judze Russell has consulted members 
relative to an earlier meeting and 
will issue a call for such a meeting 
as soon as he selects a date conven- 
ient for the other members. 

Among those mentioned for the 
place as possible successors to Chan- 
cellor Barrow are Dean C. M. Snell- 
Ing and Professor S. V. Sanford, of 
the wniversity, and Dr. A. M. Soule, 
president of the Georgia State College 
he Agriculture. 

“tf we hold a special meeting be- 
tween now and June Chancellor Bar- 
row can be present and can hear 
arguments made in favor of his re- 
maining in his present position,” 
Judge Russell said. “If necessary he 
can be given an assistant to help him 
discharge some of the routine duties 
of his office. I certainly do not want 
to see Chancellor Barrow leave the 
university if we can prevent it.’’ 

The charge that Justice Russell is 
seeking the position of chancellor 
was recently preferred in an editorial 
published by The Macon Telegraph, 
Which was headed, “Not Justice Rus- 
sell,’ and which rrad as follows: 

The suggestion that friends of Chief Jue- 
tice Richard 3. Russell, of the Georgia su- 
preme court are interesting theméelves ac- 
tively in the advocacy of his name for the 
chancellorship of the University of Georgia, 
in succession to Dr. Barrow. who has re- 
signed, effective at the end of the college 
year, must be disquieting to the trne 
frientis of the institution.

For almost 40 vears he has been active 
in the political life of the state. At the 
same time he has been making the friends | 
who are warmly urging his name for the! 
place, he has been making enemies who are 
willing to eredit him with political con- 
siderations. The University of Georgia is 
not and should not be a political institu- 
tion. It should be removed as far as pos- 
sible from 


the contamination of politica, 
even from the necessity of s¢rambling for; 
appropriations before the legisiature with 
other schools that should be a part of the 
university system. Its chancellur should not 
be subjected to the suvanicion that he is 
trving to run political fences. Justice Rus- 
sel cannot lay aside his political affilia- 
tions; they will cling to him ar long ced 


he lives and breathes. He is vot. under the 
delusion that he will be able to drop them ; 
as a shroud to assume the robe of the | 
chancellorship. 

Justice Russell is not a trained educa- 
tor. There was a time in the history of 
the state when the college was. amall and 
the classic edneation alone was emphasized 
that a man from public life was able to 
lend prestige to the university, That man. 
Walter B. Hill, stands alone among the un- 
trained educatcrs as having made a success 
of his administration. He was able to do 
what he #id because he carried to the 
chancellorship not onity a high quality of 
statesmanship, but a broad sympathy for 
literature and actwval accomplishment in 
the field. 

Since the days vf Chancellor Hill, the 
methods of edneation have changed. Edu- 
cation is highly specialized. It is a matter 
of expertness and of experience as much as 
the law. It is as Iegical that Chancellor 
Barrow should read up on law and assume 
the chief justiceship of the Georgia supreme 
court as it is that Justice Russell should 
assrme the chencellorship of the university. 

The man who succeeds Charcellor Rar- 
row must have ‘“‘zone through the mill;:"’ he 
must have training, experience, a_ vision 
bervend the acinal needs of the one school 
—a Vision that encompasses a state educa- 
tional system—and he must be able to 
adapt the changing methods of education 
to the Georgia system. He must have the 
fine qualities of the ttatinguished gentle- 
man who has held the place sc long—the 
crusading loyalty of the alumni, rallying 
to himself as the symbol the high intec- 
rity. the great ability, the dee» confidence 
of the public in his unwed interest in the 
cause of education—and to these must be 
added the vigor and aggressiveness of 
youth, marked ability ase a business man, 
and the taet and petience and determina- 
tien to convince. 

If Chief Justice Russel! wants to render 
high service te the University of Georgia, 
he might, as chairman of the board of trus- 
tees, .cast about for such a man.

Inez Wooten is the name of a giri 
who began her course at the Berry 
schools, near Rome,

Miss Wooten's Story. 

Miss Wooten is a remarkable girl. 
She has had a remarkable life and 
Thursday she talked of her experi- 
ences freely and frankly, giad if 
her story could be used to help in 
ihe campaign now being conducted in 
Georgia to raise $100,000 for the 
scnaouls in order to take up the chal- 
lenge of Adolph 8. Ochs, publisher of 
The New York Times, to raise $1,- 
000,000 if Georgia would give one. 
tenth. 

Miss Wooten came to Berry from 
a south Georgia county. Her father 
and mother had practically no edu- 
cation. when they were young and 
their daughter, in her consuming am- 
bition for an education, always had 
the sympathy of her parents, even 
thongh they were unable to give her 
much financial help. 

As a young girl, Inez Wooten 
walked daily back and forth between 
her farm home and the little log 
cabin schoolhouse five miles away. 


There she got her first taste of edu-|. 


caiion. But the school only operated 
for two or three monthe a year. After 
that there was nowhere else where 
she could go for a high school training. 
The nearest high school was too far 
for her to walk and there was no 
mexins of providing other locomotion. 

Sv. after helping her mother every 
dayv—she is one of a family of 11 
children—she studied at night, beside 
2 herosene lamp. She committed many 
pages of history to memory during 
those long night heurs, she says, and

The price of wheat improved last 
autumn. The economic reason for 
this was a shortage in the world’s 
wheat crop. As a result of this im- 
proved price—the best the grower had 
obtained since “deflation” and forced 
liquidation of farm obligations had 
sand-bagged the farmer’s markets— 
sales of real wheat trom the thresher 
to the elevator practically doubled.

This may have resulted from pres- 
sure of debt, or the lure of dollar 
wheat, or it may have been in some 
measure due to the fable that dollar 
wheat was but republican -campaign 
strategy and that after election the 
market would collapse.

Like erysipelas, minor chorea (St. 
Vitus’ dance) is un infectious disease, 
an attack of which confers no im- 
munity against subsequeut attacks. 
One in every four cases has a recur- 
rence, and n about 4 per cent of cases 
there are two or three atfacks in sue- 
cessive years. ‘she favorite’ season 
for chorea is the spring, when the 
child’s resistance is reduced to its 
lowest point by a bard winter of cod- 
dling at home and nagging and re- 
pression at schooi. Just how these 
conditions increase a child's suscepti- 
bility to chorea, an infectious dis- 
ease, I don’t know, but this is the 
view of physicians who are qualified 
by experience with the disexse. Par- 
ents who have seen a child develop 
chorea know that a preliminary pe- 
riod of irritability, tendency to whine 
about trifles, naughtiness and awk- 
wardness unlike the child’s ordinary 
behavior introduces the illness.

Many cases of valvu- 
lar heart. disease have their origin in 
a comparatively slight attack of ton- 
silitis or sore throat, which did not 
seem severe enough to the parents or 
to the patient: himself to warrant re- 
maining ‘at rest in bed during the 
acute stage of the illness. Many cases 
of chorea might he prevented if this 
general advice of physicians were 
more carefully h-eded by parents in 
ithe eare of children with slight ill- 
nesses. : 

From the nature of the Streptococ- 
cus, whose toxin or poisonous excre- 
tion seems to produce no such vigor- 
ous reaction on the part of the blood 
as other disease germ toxins do, it 
has been found impossible to develop 
an effective antitoxin or anti-Strep- 
focoecic serum, although many pa- 
thologists have labored long to achieve 
such a boon.

Whether 
the administration will consent to this 
course or insist upon reticf through 
an additional judve, without creating 
a new judicial cistrict, is one ques- 
tion involved. ‘This was discussed 
with the president. 

There is some 


opposition in the 
delegation, it is said, to the appoint- 
ment of a new tudge without cre- 
ation of a new district. In this case, 
the additional juage would sit upon 
either bench, as the occasion demand- 
ed. There is some opposition to this 
form of relief. on the ground that a 
republican judge might be appoinced. 
At present, both federal judges in 
Georgia are democrats 
Discuss Matter Today. 

While there is a disposition upon 
the part of some members of the dele- 
gation to insist that a democrat be 
appointed, if the additiona’ judyeship 
is created, others take the position 
that they would rot oppose the ap- 
rointment cf a renublican, in view of 
the urgent need of Telief for the Geor- 
cia federal courts. Reresertative Up- 
shaw, of Atlanta, takes this position. 

The whole matter will be thrashed 
cut thoroughly at the meeting of the 
delegation Saturday. when some de- 
cision will be renched. The views of 
the delegation will then be laid again 
before the presiient and the depart- 
ment of justice.

The latest expedition into the aban- 
doned passageway through which Col- 
ordinarily entered the cave was 
preceded by an order taking workers 
and newspaper men from around the 
mouth of the cave. 

Dr. William Hazlett, of Chicago, 
charge of the medical work here, be 
lieves that it is quite within the 
bounds of physical possibility for Co)- 
lins to remain alive even longer than 
he has already been trapped. 

Muck Is Very Bad. 

The last previous official communi- 
que on progress of the rescue work 
said that the rock and muck mixture 
encountered in the last 24 hours had 
been the worst material struck since 
the shaft, which has gouged 50 feet 
toward Collins’ living tomb, was start- 
ed. It was reported that this mate- 
rial had cut progress to 5 feet each 
24 hours, and it was estimated that 
there were 20 feet yet to go before 
the lateral shaft toward Collins could 
be begun. 

“The official depth of the shaft is 
DO feet. the last 3 feet still to be 
trimmed and timbered,” said the com- 
munique. ‘The effort today has been 
to locate a cavern passageway which 
would enable us to take a short cut 
to Collins. 


No Entrance Disclosed. 

“With that end in view, we have 
placed the core drill over the shaft 
itself. 

“The result oft his drill hole, which 
started at a depth of 50 feet and 
stopped at 71 feet, not only did not 
disclose an entrance to the long-looked- 
for passageway, but showed us that 
we had by far the most difficult 
eround in the remaining 20 feet of 
the shaft which has been encountered 
up to this time. 

“l’rogress in such material will be 
ereatly impeded. Our normal daily 
footage of 10 feet every 24 hours 
has heen reduced by half. In fact, it 
has been such in the last few Jars. 

‘The next move is to’ look for an- 
other shert cut im another direction 
and in some way endenvor to beat 
the fact that 20 feet of the worst ma- 
terial lies just beyond. We believe 
that removing this will take ‘wo or 
three days more.”

New York, February 13.—Alice, 
plopped her 
large, quivering form down in a chair 
at the royal palace in the blackest 
block of the Harlem coal scuttle, and 
in a speech from the throne announced 
the reforms that she intends to per- 
petrate upon the people whose foot- 
loose freedom has always been a ro- 


mantic temptation to outsiders. 

“The Gypsies gotta settle down,” 
said Queen Alice Pugelli-Mitchell, an 
English -woman with Irish blue eyes 
and the long upper lip of a Celt. “The 
kids gotta go to school, now, too. No 
more fortune telling, 5 Those 
Rumanian Gypsies @re the ones who 
ilo most of the fortuné telling, ‘any how. 
They get our tribes im wrong.’ ? 

Queen Alice is the wife of King 
Frank Mitchell, wh» has just been 
elected monarch, or peace-maker, of all 
the tribes of Spanish, Portuguese. 
Russian and Serbian Gypsies that 
rove the roads of the United States in 
flivvers and wobble-wheeled wagons. 
The royal palace of the moment is an 
abandoned delicatessen site in the 
Lenox avenue negro section of Har- 
lem. There is a phrenologist’s chart 
in the window, divided off into sec- 
tions like a statistical diagram, show- 
ing what becomes of the taxnayer's 
dollar. One section was filled with 
confidence, another with initiative, an- 
other with friendliness. Confidence 
is blue, initiative green and friendli- 
ness red. 

“That’s plhrenology.” said the queen 
with a jerk of her red-shawled head at 
the chart that made her gold earrings 
dance a jig in the air. “Phrenology 
ain't fortune telling. In our tribes the 
women study phrenology like a science 
and read your character by feeling the 
bumps on your head.

Origin of Name.

It was at Kuopio, Fintand. The 
town was still celebrating his un~ 
parrlleled Olympic showing and had 
persuaded Paavo to go there for a 
test against time and Kuopio’s ath- 
letes over a 10,000 metre course. 
Paavo, in especially fine coi:dition and 
seeing no signs of a real contest with 
the local athletes, proceeded to run as 
he never before had run for so long 
a distance, 

He was caught in 19 minutes, 18 
7-10 seconds at the four-mile post; 
in 24 minutes, 13 2-5 secends at the 
five-mile stake; in 29 miuutes, 7 4-5 
seconds at the six-mile mark, and in 
30 minutes, 6 2-5 seconds at the 10,- 
000-metre finish line, thus establishing 
four time-for-distance records, and he 
added a distance-for-time record by 
covering 9,957 metres in an even half 
hour. 

Three of those five records, held by 
Alfred Shrubb of England, had stood 
unchallenged on tlie record books for 
a score of years. The other two dis- 
placed marks which Paavo himself 
had set. 

Feared American Hoodoo. 

Paavo’s visit to America was not 
undertaken without certain fears. He 
knew nothing whatever of indoor run- 
ning, the trickiness of flat-soled shoes 
on the hard floors, the precariousness 
of whirling high-banked turns on the 
soft wood tracks, the lack of space in 
which to pass rivals, and he recog- 
nized in the men he would be called 
upon to meet the’ strongest array 
boasted by any nation. Then there 
was in his mind the experiences of oth- 
er athletic visitors to this land—Jo- 
seph Guillemot, for example, who was 
whipped by America’s tyros when he 
eame here following the Antwerp 
Olympic games, 

With that careful attention to detail 
for which the Finns are noted Paavo 
arranged his trip. He booked passage 
on a Scandinavian-America liner 


which would bring him to New York | 
‘several weeks before the date of his 


first cémpetitive appearance. He made 
advance arrangements for exclusive 
use of one or another of the national 
guard armories at certain hours each 
day. He flatly declined invitations 
to become the guest of scores of Finn- 
ish-American clubs during those first 
weeks in this country. Never in his 
career did he give more thought and 
study to his sport than following his 
arrival in New York. 

The task assigned him ag his first 
venture on a board track was the 
duplication of the sixty-minute-effort 
in the Colombes Olympics—a_ one- 
mile run to be followed an hour later 
by a 5,000-meter run. In the fermer 
he was to meet Joie Ray. American 
champion, and generally acknowledged 
the greatest board treek rrer- 
developed; Floyd Hahn and Jimmy 
Connolly, both former natiotal-o.

Paave 
won the mile, finishing slowed up, in 
4 minutes,, 13 3-5 seconds—a new 
world’s indoor record—and an hour 
later Paavo won the 5,000-meter with 
GO yards to ‘spare, in 14 minutes 
44 35 seconds, another new worlds 
indoor record. 

With those record-breaking victories 
Paavo started an indoor campaign 
which long will remain the marvel of 
the athletic world. Searcely a week 
has passed but Paavo has engaged in 
three or four track meets and at this 
writing all save two of those meets 
have seen Paavo break or create from 
one to three new world’s records. 
They range from three-quarters of a 
mile to 5,000 meters and already con- 
stitute an achievement so far beyond 
anything in athletic history that the 
most liberal use of superlatives seems 


| futile. 


Paavo's feat of January 15, lé-and 
17 stands out. ‘This opened with a 
one and seven-eights mlie run in New 
York, in. which Paavo set three new 
world’s records. It then carried him 
on a 21-hour day and night ride to 
Chicage, where he set another new 
recerd for one and three-quarters 
miles. Then it brought him back to 
New York, where he created a worlds 
indoor record for 2,000 yards. 

Jumped to Chicagu. 

In the space of 51 hours Paavo 
made the trip to and from Chicago, 
vanquished the most able of Ameyi- 
can runners, and set five world’s ree- 
ords, something which never has been 
approached and probably never will 
be equalled. . 

Peivo ie not ready to state his 
opinion of the success of his current 
American visit. 

“T still have several meets in which 
to appear,” he says, and shrugs his 
shoulders when asked if alreadv his 
work has been comnletelv satisfvine. 
“T can run faster than I have been 
running,’ he will tell you. “Ll couid 
lower many of those marks if I had 
opportunity to concentrate on one at 
a time. T will lower some before lL 
lenve if all goes well.” 

That is his comment on a siz- 
weeks athletic achievement that has 
the entire world by the care.

Syracuse, N. Y., February 13.—( By 
the Associated Press.)—Paavo Nurmi 
was beaten for the second time in his 
American inyasion tonight when he 


trailed Al Gottlieb, Syracuse univer- 
sity star, to the tape by ten yards in 
a handicap mile race, in which Gott- 
lieb started with a 65-yard allowance. 

Nurmi’s, setback came as a stun- 
ning surprise but the most startling 
part of it was that he was clearly out- 
run in the last lap by Gottlieb, after 
catching and passing his rival at the 
start of the lap. Nurmi, apparently 
believing he had shaken off all pur- 
suit, seemed to slow up about 100 
yards from the finish, but the Orange 
star put on a spurt that carried him 
to the front again. He was drawing 
away from his famous opponent as 
he broke the tape. 

Lowers Record. 

Despite his defeat, Nurmi was cred- 
ited with lowering the track record for 
the Syracuse university gymnasium. 
His time of 4 2-5 clipped three- 
fifths of a second off the former mark 
set by Joie Ray, of Chicago, last year. 

Gottlieb is a 21-year-old junior and 
captain of the Syracuse cross-country 
team. 

Gottlieb ran the greatest mile race 
of his career against the most famous 
opposition he has ever faced. 


Gottlieb’s performance was even 


more creditable than Gunnar Nilson’s| 


defeat of Nurmi by a yard in a handi- 
cap event in Brooklyn last month, for 
the Orange star had only a 65-yard 
handicap and won by ten yards, while 
Nilson, Finnish-Americag distance 
man, barely beat Paavo by a yard 
after starting with an allowance of 
100 yards. 
Nurmi Slows Up. 

Gottlieb had the smallest allowance 
of any of the half dozen Syracuse run- 
ners starting against Nurmi. Carry- 
ing his famous stop-watch Nurmi sped 
around the narrow track skirting the 
walle of the university gymnasium at 
a gait that quickly overhauled the rear 
guard of his opponents. 

Three laps from the finish Nurmi 
had passed all but Gottlieb and he 
soon drew up to the latter’s heels. 
Gottlieb lengthened his pace and kept 
the lead for two laps but at the sound 
of the bell for the final tour Nurmi 
jumped to the van, Paavo looked back 
ove rhis shoulder, then at his watch 
as he took the lead and seemed to slow 
down slightly. As he did so Gottlieb 
spurted, raced into the lead at the 
final turn and added yards to his mar- 
gin in the short dash to the finish. 
The winner’s time of 4:27 was the 
fastest mile of his career. 

Shortly after the race Nurmi left 
for New York, where he is slated to 
wind up his three-night running pro- 
gram tomorrow night by competing in 
the New York Athletic club games.

Only 87 white families out of the 
theusands in our city had no church 
preference. 

Only 14 negro families had none.

Yet approximately 80,600 people 
Or more in Atlanta are connected with 
none of our churches.
